Argument was concluded at 6:15 
last Thursday evening. On 
count of the illness of oih of the 
Jurors, wha lay on a bed in t*e 
court-room, the jury did not retire 
for deliberation but spent the night 
in the court -room. At 7:45 o'clock 
Friday morning the twelve men 
went into the jury-room. At 0 
o'clock they sent word a verdict 
had been reached. They were 
brought into court and the follow- 
ing verdict read amid absolute si- 
lence : 

"We, the jury, find the defend- 
ants guilty, and fix their punish- 
ment at confinement in the peni- 
tentiary for life. 

W. P. Ciiamck, Foreman.'' 

The commonwealth's attorney 
suggested that the verdict be cor- 
rected, and read : "We, the jury, 
agree and find the defendants 
guilty as charged in the indict- 
ments, etc., and the jury and court 
consented. Immediately the court 
discharged the jury from further 
service. 

By permission of the court the 
defendants and their counsel with- 
drew for consultation, returning in 
ten minutes with the announce- 
ment that a motion and grounds 
for a new trial would be prepared 
immediately, and filed with the 
court, which was done. 

The verdict did not seem to hare 
any effect upon the accused, other 
than to make them appear light- 
headed, as they indulged in fun- 
making with their friends. They 
manifested every indication of 
hopefulness, and appeared to have 
implicit confidence in their attor- 
neys and belief in a future new 
trial. — Barbourville correspondent 
Courier-Journal.

A Ht imntional tragedy wasenact- 
1 a few miles east of Howling 
Green, Ky.. a few days since, when 
Columbus Phelps, aged about 00 
years, shot and killed his half 
brother, a few years his junior, 
while he lay in bed at his home. 
The murderer came to Bowling 
Greon and surrendered himself to 
the Bheriff. 

Some years ago Erastus Phelps, 
a son of Columbus Phelps, left the 
country, after having beep indicted 
for stealing a horse from Henry 
PhelpH, the man murdered. He 
whs recently captured in Oklahoma 
and brought back, his trial having 
been set for the 29th ult. 

Columbus Phelps, armed with a 
shot guu, came to the home of his 
step-brother about daylight on the 
morning of the murder and asked 
to see him. He went directly to 
Henry's room, where he was yet in 
bed. Columbus told Henry that 
if he would give testimony on the 
trial that would lead to the ac-j 
quittal of Erastus he would give 
him a horse and $80. Henry re- 
plied that he would see about it; 
whereupon Columbus raised the 
shot gun, filling his body with shot 
as he lay beside his wife. 

Columbus Phelps claims that he 
is deranged, and gives this as the 
cause of the crime. He says it was 
brought about by his step-brother's 
action in trying to conceal the fact 
concerning the horse episode. He 
declares his son won the horse 
fairly in a game of cards, and was 
entitled to sell it. The conceal- 
ment of this would have caused the 
conviction of Erastus. The mur- 
derer claims that his son had led a 
wandering life during his absence 
from the state, and waa making an 
honorable living. He claims the 
prosecution of his son was spite 
work, and so outraged his feelings 
that he lost his reason.

Death by Electricity. 
The Dig. st gives an account of some 
experiments on the effect of alternat- 
ing electric currant* on animal organ- 
lams, described in a paper read before 
a recent medical congress at Rome, It- 
aly, and which corroborate the views 
of D'Aaonval, referred to recently. The 
current used was an alternating one, 
and It was found that animals sub- 
jected to from fifteen hundred to two 
thousand volts were not easily killed, 
and that death resulted mostly from 
asphyxia caused by the sudden stop- 
page of respiration. Frequently breath- 
ing started again spontaneously, and 
the animal recovered completely. In 
no care was there any pfemtalqgioal 
change noted, though in a few there 
were mechanical lesions, in themselves 
cause for death. This further confirm- 
ation of D'Arsonval's formula. "A man 
shocked by electricity ahouid be treat- 
ed as if drowned," rendera It atilrmore 
important that the electrician should 
make himaelf acquainted with the prop- 
er means of resuscitation from the ef- 
fects of electric shock.

There vu ft Dloody shooting af- 
fair in Louisville on the morning 
of tho HOth nil., at 1,205 Madison 
streak Arch Brown, ion of tho 
governor of Kentucky, was shot 
and kill ?d by Fulton Gordon. The 
wife of Gordon nhared the name 
fate. It seem* that Brown and 
Gordon's wife were in the house at 
1,205 Madison street, and Gordon 
followed them there and caught 
them together. Gordon at once 
attacked Brown and shot him fa- 
tally. Gordon then turned hit* 
weapon on his wife and sent a bul- 
let through hi>r breast, killing her 
almost instantly. 

The Leader correspondent was 
on the scene a moment after the 
shooting occurred, and when he 



arrived the woman was lying dead

He immediately began undressing, 
and 1 left the room.

With him I returned to the bottte 
to find tho yard and houac crowded 
with people. 

"We wsre told that a woman 
and two men had been shot in the 
front room up stairs. As we neared 
the front pa»t of the house i ob- 
served tho body of a woman, seem- 
ingly dead on the back porch. In 
the hall a man half dressed.. Was 
gasping for breath. This was Gor- 
don. 

1 learned later that 
tempted to escape imm< 
after the shooting, but was 
tured by officer O'Reilly and re- 
turned to the honso, where he soon 
relapsed into a state of uneon- 
acioueneas. He was resuscitated 
ahartly after, however, and I heard 



of the place, and Brown was in one 
of the upstairs rooms 

A great crowd gathered around 
the building and the excitement 
was intense, as all sorts of rumors 
were afloat as to the killing. One 
woman said that she had seen the 
meeting, and that it was tho son of 
the governor of Kentucky that had 
been killed. 

Mrs. Gordon was Miss Nellie 
Bush, of Louisville. About ten 
years ago she was married to Gor- 
don, who was at that time a clerk 
at tho Gait house. The wedding 
was an elopement. Shortly after- 
ward Gordon and his wife moved 
to Frankfort, trhere ho became pro- 
prietor of the Capitol hotel. This

"About half an hour later there 
was another ringing of the door 
bell, and the little boy again went 
to the door. Ho soon called me 
and said that there was a gentle, 
man at the door wh< i said he wanted 
to rent a room. He said he was 
atone.

The guilty couple were taken 
completely by surprise. Brown 
was prepared for such a visit as his 



band commenced firing. His aim 
was true, every shot taking effect, 
Brown's body being riddled. Brown 
fired a few shots and then stag- 
gered to a chair in the corner, then 
fell over on the bed. Gordon then 
turned to his wife and fired on her, 
striking her in the breast. Though 
rtnily wounded, she was able to 
get down tho ttops and run twenty 
feet to the collar door.
